'words, which were declared from. the light which was made 
manifeft in all conſciences, which miniftred to the Spirits in 
Priſon: ''So all who ſtumbles at the light, they are to be con- 
demned with the light fromthe life of the Prophets & Apoſtles 
which dwelt in the light.with:the rude wicked world. And
